siness; and desiring to remedy such evil and 

fully protect each other, do hereby, in consider- 
ion of the premises, agree each with the other 
that on and after May 15, 1903, they will not, 
n the conduct of business, give trading stamps of 
iny kind, nor will they give any premiums or issue 
ny check, ticket or any other thing that will in 
ny manner, entitle a customer to a premium, or 
1 vote in any contest that may be waged in any 
manner whatsoever, for a period of five years 
from date of agreement. 

And we do hereby further agree that any party 
to this agreement violating the foregoing provision 

f this agreement, shall pay the sum of $100 for 

ry such violation, which said sum, or sums shall 
be paid and distributed equally to and among the 
varties hereto, excepting only the party committing 
the violation 

Several of the jewelers who have signed 
the agreement have been patrons of trad- 
ing stamp companies, and have also dealt 
in premiums, but they will be required to 
abandon this practice or forfeit $100.

The Amended Patent Laws and Foreign 
Inventors. 

By reason of a recent act of Congress, 
he Patent laws of this country have been 

amended as to allow applications to be 
filed in the United States for letters patent 
for an invention by inventors who have 
previously filed an application or secured 

patent for the same invention in a for 
eign country, which, by treaty, affords 
similar privileges to citizens of the United 
otates. 

The law, as it now stands, permits the 
taking of the necessary oaths before any 
authorized foreign officer, providing that 
proof of his authority is made by certifi- 
cate of the foreign representatives of the 
United States. 

The act also allows foreign executors or 
idministrators to apply for patents upon 
the rights of deceased foreign inventors 
and extends the privilege to filing caveats 
in interference cases to foreigners, and by 
this last provision the United States no 
longer discriminates against foreigners in 
this respect, as there has long ceased to be 
discrimination in respect to applications for 
letters patent. 

It is required of the inventor that, his 
application in this country must be filed 
within 12 months from the date of his ap- 
plication for a foreign patent. The appli 
cation will have the same force and effect 
as if filed in this country on the date on 
which the application was made in the 
foreign country, provided it is filed within 
the required 12 months. 

Belgium, Denmark, France, Great Bri 
tain, Italy, Netherlands, Norway, Portu 
gal, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland and Tunis 
have adopted legislation giving full force 
and effect to the provisions of this act 
either in the form of a general act approv- 
ing and giving force to the additional act 
or by a specific amendment to their laws 
providing for carrying into force the pro- 
visions of the additional act as regards the 
extension of the “delay and priority” to 12 
months. 


Death of Geo. Myers. 

Fort Scott, Kan., May 12.—Geo. Myers, 
a jeweler at 110% Main St., this city, 
died suddenly of heart disease yesterday. 
The deceased was one of the leading jew- 
elers of this section, as well as a prominent 
citizen of Fort Scott. 

Mr. Myers had been in business since 
1880 and had come to this town from 
Rochester, N. Y., where he spent his early 
life. He was a practical man, well known 
in the jewelry trade, and his death is 
deeply regretted by his many friends

Provivence, R. I., May 16.—After an ill- 
ness of but brief duration, George L. Vose, 
a well-known manufacturing jeweler, died 
at his home, 1895 Broad St., last evening. 
The news came as a shock to his friends 
in the trade and in business and social cir- 
cles, for many of them did not even know 
that Mr. Vose was ill. 

George L. Vose was born in Woon- 
socket, in the northern part of this State, 
Dec, 30, 1834, and was the son of Albert 
C. and Minerva Vose. When he was 17 
years of age he entered the employ of Lind- 
say Cook, in Woonsocket, and in 1857 
started a grocery business for himself at 
Uxbridge, Mass. In 1863 he came to this 
city, entering the employ of B. B. Cun- 
ningham. He became convinced that there 
was money to be earned in the jewelry 
business, and with a partner, Mr. South- 
wick, he started to manufacture jewelry, 
the firm being known as Vose & Southwick. 
After a few years, Mr, Southwick with- 
drew from the business and it has since 
been conducted by Mr. Vose, the firm being 
known as the George L. Vose Mfg. Co. 
The factory is located at 59 Clifford St. 

In addition to being weil known and re- 
spected in the business world, Mr. Vose 
had taken an active part in municipal af- 
fairs, his business acuteness and sound rea- 
soning making him an important factor at 
one time in the affairs of the city. He was 
elected to the Common Council from the 
Eighth Ward, serving from 1890 to 1896. 
From 1891 to 1895 he was chairman of the 





Committee on Railroads of the City Coun- 
cil, at that time a most important position,

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Strike of the Eastern Die and Hub 
Cutters Not Yet Settled. 

ProvIpENCE, R. I., May 16.—The attempt- 
ed strike of the die cutters assumed a new 
phase this week, when on Thursday those 
employed in half a dozen shops here quit 
work. The situation is assuming more of 
the aspect of a real strike now than at any 
time since the disagreement first made itself 
evident. The men want 10 hours’ pay for 
nine hours’ work, as was stated in THE 
CrirCULAR-WEEKLY last week. It was last 
week that the die cutters employed in four 
shops, besides some of those at the Gorham 
Mfg. Co.’s plant, left their work. It was 
later reported that they were at work at 
other shops, where they were working nine 
hours and receiving pay for 10. The strike 





of the men this week brings the number out 
to about 50. 

A conference was held Thursday at the 
office of E. F. Rueckert, 144 Pine St. Rep- 
resentatives of six firms engaged in a simi- 
lar business were present, and the situation 
was carefully considered. The firms repre- 
sented were E. F. Rueckert, Heath, Such & 
Co., L. Kranz, Crees & Court, A. Bonniol & 
Son and Straker Bros. No decision was 
reached, however. 

The firms are getting along as best they 
can with such men as have not gone out and 
the apprentices. An early settlement of the 
difficulty is hoped for, but at the present 
time both sides are holding out firmly.

The Reed-Bennet Co.’s Mail Robbed of 
Checks and Firm’s Name Forged. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 13.—The 
Reed-Bennet Co., one of the largest whole 
sale jewelry firms in the northwest, and 
having offices on the fourth floor of the 
Lumber Exchange, is the victim of a 
swindle which in size and ingenuity of 
execution has not been equaled in this city 
for many months. 

The method by which the concern has 
lost probably $2,000 involves robbing of the 
mails, forgery and possibly several other 
criminal charges. The big jewelry com 
pany has been accustomed to receive dur 
ing the first week or 10 days of each month 
large batches of mail containing checks for 
goods sold during the preceding 30 days 
The mail coming in during the past few 
days has been extremely light and almost 
absolutely destitute of checks and money 
orders. This state of affairs created some 
discussion in the office which was cleared 
up Monday afternoon, when an attempt 
was made to pass a check for $75 at the 
Germania Bank of Minneapolis. This 
check is supposed to be one of the checks 
which have been unaccounted for during 
the past week. 

The check in question was from a repu- 
table firm in Norwood, Minn., and was 
made payable to the Reed-Bennet Co. It 
was brought into the bank by a boy yester 
day afternoon with the jewelry firm’s sig 
nature forged on the back and indorsed by 
Frank J. Bangs, of Plymouth Ave. The 
teller was a little suspicious and called up 
the firm to inquire if it was all right. As

Cross & Beguelin File Answer to the 
Suit Brought by the American 
Waltham Watch Co. 

The answer to the suit brought by the 
American Waltham Watch Co. in the United 
States Circuit Court, of New York, against 
Cross & Beguelin, importers and jobbers in 
watches and diamonds at 17 Maiden Lane, 
New York, to restrain them from selling 
watches containing an alleged infringement 
of watch plate patented by Duane H. 
Church, Oct. 29, 1894, and transferred to the 
complainant company Dec. 12, 1895, was 
filed Wednesday. 

The answer denies every allegation by the 
complainant and asks to have the case dis- 
missed. It denies that any improvement in 
watch plates alleged to have been invented 
by Church was not known or used by others 
in this country, and was not patented or 
described in any printed publication in this 
or any foreign country prior to any inven- 
tion or alleged invention thereof by him. The 
defendants deny that they have within the 
United States made use of or sold any watch 
plate substantially similar in construction, 
and mode of operation, to the watch plate 
alleged to have been patented by Church. 
They admit having sold constructions em- 
bodying as a part thereof the watch plates 
used in “Omega” watches. 

The defendants claim that Church’s al- 
leged patent is void and of no force or effect, 
because the invention or improvement 
claimed therein and covered thereby in 
every substantial and material part thereof 
by Church, and more than two years prior 
to his application for a patent therefor, was 
patented and described in more than a dozen 
letters patent. 

The defendants also claim that the patent 
is of no force or effect, because it was de- 
scribed in a British patent publication, No 
3804, of the year 1882. The defendants 
claim that fully 40 persons in the United 
States and Canada knew and used the al- 
leged patent for two years prior to the 
Church application. Among those who used 
it are mentioned: W. C. Taft, Chicago; P. J. 
Morand, Chicago; C. K. Giles, Chicago; 
D. O’Hara, Waltham, Mass.; E. C. Fitch, 
Waltham, Mass.; J. H. Fleming, Newark, 
N. J.; W. H. Fitzgerald, Brooklyn; E. F. 
Hefferman, Toronto, Can.; Jacob Bumm, 
Springfield, Ill., and a host of others.

Bankruptcy. 


ProvIpENCE, R. I., May 18—The _fol- 
lowing circular letter has been sent to the 
creditors of the Mossberg & Granville 
Mfg.

NatTcHEz, Miss., May 14.—The many 
friends of Aug. Zurheflen, one of the oldest 
and most prominent jewelers of this sec- 
tion, were shocked to learn that he had 
died suddenly last night at his home in S.

Death of Jeremiah Briggs.

ProvipeNce, R. I., May 18—One of 
the oldest and best-known manufacturing 
jewelers in this city, Jeremiah Briggs, died 
at his home, 75 Pitman St., at 6 o’clock 
this morning. Mr. Briggs was taken ill 
about two weeks ago, and had gradually 
failed until death came this morning. 

Mr. Briggs was born in East 
wich Aug. 13, 1818, and was the son 
Jeremiah and Lois (Dean) Briggs. After 
receiving an education in his native town 
he came to this city when he was 17 years 
of age and started to learn the jewelry 
manufacturing business with Sackett, Da- 
vis & Potter.

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Brackett Bill Signed. 


New York Gold Pen Manufacturers To 
Make a Test Case Under New 
Polishing Law. 

The Brackett bill, which forbids the em- 
ployment of males under 18 years of age, or 
females at all, in polishing and buffing shops 
where tripoli, rouge and other abrasives are 
used, but which has been amended so that 
jewelers and silversmiths are exempt, was 
signed Wednesday, at Albany, by Gov. 
Odell, after having passed both Houses of 

the Legislature. 

It is thought that because the term “iri- 
dium” is mentioned as one of the abrasives 
discriminated against, that the bill affects 
very strongly the gold pen manufacturers of 
New York State. As soon as it passed the 
Senate it was brought more forcibly to the 
attention of the gold pen manufacturers than 
while it was lying in the hands of the Senate 
committee, before which body it was 
amended so as to exempt the jewelers and 
silversmiths. 

As soon as it passed the Senate, however, 
and was pushed rapidly into the Assembly, 
the gold pen manufacturers began to act. 
They held a meeting and did everything in 
their power to prevent its passage through 
the Assembly. Failing in this, they peti- 
tioned the Governor, asking him to withhold 
his signature to the bill and grant them a 
hearing on the same. With this petition 
they submitted briefs setting forth their 
arguments against the bill. Despite this it 
was signed by the Governor. 

To determine what more should be done in 
the case, or what course should be pursued, 
a meeting of the gold pen manufacturers 
was held Saturday, in the Board room of the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade, 99 Nassau St., 
New York. Mr. Mabie, of Mabie, Todd & 
Bard, presided, and a discussion of the vari- 
ous phases of the question was had. The 
manufacturers finally decided to continue 
running their factories as heretofore, mean- 
while petitioning the Commissioner of Labor 
to make a test case under the new law as 
soon as possible. 

It seems to be the consensus of opinion 
among those present at the meeting that the 
gold pen manufacturers would not be as 
severely hit by the bill as was at first sup- 
posed, since the bill applies to factories 
where iridium is manufactured. The gold 
pen manufacturers do not manufacture 
iridium, but simply use it as a point to the 
pen. This technicality they think will pos- 
sibiy exempt them under the law. 


Heirs of the Late Mrs. T. Lynch Claim 
Jewelry to Be Missing from 
Her Estate. 

The heirs of the late Mrs. Theresa Lynch, 
for many years a retail jeweler, at 1 Union 
Square, New York, filed affidavits in the 
Surrogate’s office, New York, Friday, de- 
claring that diamonds, jewelry and money 
belonging to the estate of the late Mrs. 
Lynch cannot be found. ° 

Mrs. Lynch died Jan. 28, of this year, and 
left an estate valued at $350,000. After 
making a few small bequests she left the 
residue of the estate to be divided in equal 
parts between Ella Leviness and Adelaide 
Thompson, daughters, and George M., Will- 
iam P. and Joseph D. Lynch, sons, and 





Annie P. Burr, wife of William P. Burr, an 
attorney. The will was admitted to probate 
without objection Feb, 4. 

Upon affidavits filed Friday, however, 
Surrogate Thomas ordered that William P. 
Lynch and Adelaide Thompson be exam- 
ined as to what became of the property 
alleged to be missing. The affidavits were 
signed by Mrs. Burr, Herman A, Perkins 
and Peter Mayer, executors of the estate. 

Mrs. Burr states in her affidavit that upon 
information and belief, certain of the bene- 
ficiaries have in their possession diamonds 
and other jewelry belonging to the estate 
that cannot be found among the assets. She 
declares that some of the missing jewelry is 
in the possession of Mrs. Adelaide M. 
Thompson. She said she got this informa- 
tion from her brother, William, but both he 
and Mrs. Thompson deny the allegation con- 
tained in the affidavits. 

Morris Meyer, counsel for William P. 
Lynch, appeared before Surrogate Fitz- 
gerald Friday and asked that the citation 
for the examination of his client be va- 
cated. This was not done, however, but he 
was allowed time to prepare an answer. 


Jos. Robinson Convicted of Larceny of 
Goods Held on Memorandum. 

Jos. Robinson, a retail jeweler at 158 
Bowery, was convicted of grand larceny in 
the first degree by a jury in Part IV. of 
the Court of General Sessions, New York, 
Wednesday. Robinson was remanded for 
sentence by Judge Foster until to-day at 
10.30 A. M. 

The arrest and conviction of Robinson 
grew out of charges made against him by 
C. P. Goldsmith, of C. P. Goldsmith & Co., 
manufacturing jewelers at 33 Gold St., 
New York. Mr. Goldsmith claimed he 
gave Robinson $900 worth of goods on 
memorandum Dec, 10, 1902. Three days 
afterward Robinson announced that he was 
unable to meet his obligations and was 
attempting to effect a settlement with his 
creditors on a basis of 30 cents on the dol- 
lar. Goldsmith then brought charges of 
grand larceny against Robinson on the 
ground that he had failed to account for or 
return the goods which he held on memo- 
randum. 

Robinson was held for the Grand Jury 
by a Magistrate in the Tombs Police Court 
about the middle of September. The Grand 
Jury indicted him and he was admitted to 
bail of $2,000 pending the date of the trial. 

When the case came up Wednesday, he 
set up as his defense the claim that the 
goods which he had obtained from Gold- 
smith on memorandum he had, in turn, 
transferred to one Wulf, and that Wulf 
had failed to return them, and consequently, 
because of his financial embarrassment at 
that time, he was unable to reimburse Mr. 
Goldsmith. 

District Attorney Jerome, who _ prose- 
cuted the case, asked Robinson why he did 
not bring charges against Wulf and have 
him arrested. To this question Robinson 
was dumb. 

The trial lasted nearly three hours and 
at the end of it Judge Foster ordered the 
jury to bring a verdict in favor of the 
defendant. Contrary to the judge’s di- 
rections, however, the jury returned the 
verdict convicting him. 





David Marx Put Under $25,000 Bond to 
Appear in Proceedings Brought 
by Creditors. 

David Marx, jobber in watches and dia- 
monds at 54 Maiden Lane, New York, 
against whom an involuntary petition in 
bankruptcy was filed May 11 in the United 
States District Court, of New York, was 
taken into custody Wednesday morning by 
United States Commissioner Henkel on a 
writ of ne exeat. The writ was issued by 
Judge Holt, of the United States District 
Court, upon allegations that Mr. Marx had 
obtained passage on a steamship which was 
to leave Saturday for Europe. The writ 
was asked for by the committee of credi 
tors, who had filed the petition in bank 
ruptcy, upon the ground that Marx had 
fraudulently disposed of or sold diamonds 
worth more than $50,000 

Judge Holt, before whom Marx 
taken, decided that before sailing for Eu- 
rope the bankrupt must furnish a bail bond 
of $25,000. The amount of this bond was 
placed at $50,000, but later, upon application 
by Marx’s attorney, it was reduced to one- 
half that sum. Marx’s plans to sail to 
Europe were discovered by investigating his 
books, whereupon there appeared the entry 
“to steamship company $260." And upon 
further investigation it was learned that Mr 
Marx had taken a passage on a White Star 
liner for either May 16 or May 23 

When Mr. Marx was asked if he intended 
leaving for Europe Saturday, he replied: 
“How do I know what I am going to do?” 
It was upon this information that Judge 
Holt issued the writ. Edward Oppen- 
heimer and Edward Hirsch went on his bail 
bond. 

A full account of the bankruptcy pro 
ceedings against Marx appeared in the last 
issue of THE CrrcULAR-WEEKLY.

Their fight to have the Governor 
veto the bill has been unsuccessful, but now 
that it has become a law, these manufactur 


ers will undoubtedly resist any attempt 
to make it apply to their business on the 
ground that they do not manufacture 
iridium, but simply use the same to a very 
slight extent, and therefore the section does 
not apply. That an attempt will be made 
to enforce the act against the pen manu- 
facturers is generally believed, but if this 
be done, there is no doubt there will be a 
hard fight made in the courts, because to 
comply with the law would be practically 
ruinous to some manufacturers and force 
them to go to New Jersey, Connecticut or 
some other nearby State. 

\s this is a criminal law, inasmuch as it 
makes a violation of the act a misde 
meanor, it will have to be strictly con 
strued by the courts, and where doubt ex 
ists, be construed in favor of the accused. 
The gold pen manufacturers, therefore, have 
a good chance for success in their fight 
against the law, but it is to be hoped that in 
the event of their being successful, that the

Last Week’s New York Arrivals. 
THE CIRCULAR-WEEKLY each day posts in

COMMERCIAL LAW POINTS. 

A person is justified in relying on a rep- 
resentation made to him in all cases where 
the representation is a positive statement of 
fact, and where an investigation would be 
required to discover the truth. (87 N. W. 
Rep, 1063.) 

The discharge of the bankrupt by the 
bankruptcy court does not affect the rights 
of the trustee to bring an action to set 
aside a fraudulent transfer of property 
made by the bankrupt before the institution 
of the proceedings in bankruptcy. (22 O. 
C. C. Rep. 427.) 

Where one takes goods to be sold on 
commission and it is doubtful whether or 
not he has become the purchaser or mere 
agent to sell, one of the main tests is, if he 
is given an option to pay for the goods and 
keep them, then it is a sale of goods and 
the title passes to such person absolutely as 
a matter of law. (98 Ill. App. 564.) 

The law will not deduce fraud from 
any number of acts, each of which is law- 
ful and innocent in itself, but one who 
seeks to attach a fraudulent character to 
such acts must go further and show that 
they were in fact done with a fraudulent in- 
tent and for a fraudulent purpose. (114 
Fed. Rep. 145.) 

Agency and the scope of the agency are 
facts to be proved like other facts, and 
they may be proved by eithergshowing the 
terms of the contract between the alleged 
principal and the agent, or by the transac- 
tions which have taken place between the 
principal and agent, or the acts of such 
agent ratified by the principal. (80 Mo.

(2.) Any given cylinder may be trans- 
posed to a sphero-cylinder and still retain 
the same refraction in all meridians as the 
cylinder by substituting a sphere for the 
cylinder, which sphere is equal to the 
cylinder in power -and sign; but such 
sphere must be combined with a cylinder 
which is opposite in sign and whose axis 
is at right angles to the original cylinder. 

PRACTICAL APPLICATION. 

To transpose the sphero-cylinder given 
to a cross cylinder sph. + 1.50 — cyl. + 
1.00 ax. 180°. In this example the spher- 
ical is equal in itself to cyl. + 1.50 ax. 90° 
~ cyl. + 1.50 ax. 180°; consequently by 
adding to it the remaining cylinder + 1.00 
ax. 180° we get the cross cylinder -+- 2.50 
ax. 180° —+ 1.50 ax. 90°. 

Another sphero cylinder to be trans- 
posed to a cross cylinder. This com- 
pound cylinder is with unequal signs, for 
instance: Sphere — 1.00 — cyl. + 2.50 ax. 
90°. We transpose the spherical first to a 
cross cylinder, which gives us — 1.00 cyl. 
ax. 90° —~— 1.00 cyl. ax. 180°, and by add- 
ing the other cylinder of the compound, 
which is + 2.50 ax. 90°, we get the cross 
cylinder, cyl. + 1.50 ax. 90° — cyl. — 1.00, 
ax. 180°. 

To transpose one sphero-cylinder to an- 
other without changing its optical power, 
we simply transpose the cylinder, first, to 
its equivalent sphero-cylinder, and by add- 
ing the remaining sphere to it the work 
is done, as in the compound sph. + 3.00 — 
cyl. —1.00 ax. 180° the cylinder alone 
gives the compound sph. — 1.00 — cyl. 4- 
1.00 ax. 90°, and the remaining + 3.00 
spherical added gives sph. + 2.00 — cyl. + 
1.00 ax. 90°. 

To change any cross-cylinder- to a 
sphero-cylinder, all we have to do is to 
transpose either one of its cylinders to a 
compound and then add the remaining 
cylinder to it as in the following: Cyl. 
+ 1.50 ax. 90° — cyl. —2.50 ax. 180°. We 
may transpose either of the above cylin- 
ders by itself to a compound and add the 
other cylinder to it, the resultant com- 
pound of both being optically the same, 
but practically we prefer the weakest in 
power which gives the most desirable 
combination for use. We take cylinder 
+ 1.50 ax. 90°, which by itself gives us the 
compound sph. + 1.50 — cyl. —1.50 ax. 
180°, and by adding the —2.50 cyl. ax. 
180° we have spherical + 1.50 — cyl. — 
4.00 ax. 180°. By first transposing the cyl. 
— 2.50 ax. 180°, we get the sph. — 2.50 > 
cyl. + 2.50 ax. 90°, and we then add the 
other cylinder with axis parallel + 1.50 ax. 
90°, 

We have then sph. — 2.50 — cyl. + 4.00 
ax. 90°. This compound, while equal, op- 
tically, to the first one, is not quite so 
practical, and therefore not so useful as 
the first, but in the same manner we may 
transpose the cylinder of either compound 
to a sphero-cylinder, and then by adding 
the spherical to it, change from one equiv- 
alent compound to the other. When 
transposing any cross-cylinder to a com- 





pound, it is best to select for transposition 
the weakest cylinder, as this always gives 
the most practical combination of sphero- 
cylinder. 

To test the correctness of any trans- 
posed formula it is best to place both the 
original cross-cylinders, sphero-cylinders, 
or cylinder as the case may be, with all the 
units of their respective powers assorted 
to proper meridian, and then compare the 
resultant refraction in both meridians with 
the transposed formula similarly treated. 
If the transposition is correct both the 
original and transposed formula will be 
found to have exactly the same refraction 
in their respective meridians. 

When a toric compound is desired in 
preference to a sphero-cylinder, we should, 
after choosing the style of tore, whether 
plano, double, sphero-tore, or periscopic, 
specify the means adopted to have the lens 
of a certain dioptric power in the desired 
meridians, which may best be ascertained 
by placing the compound transposed to its 
equivalent cross-cylinder on the arms of 
the cross, and by adding + or — lens 
power arrive at the desired toric combina- 
tion, which must be dioptrically, in every 
respect, equal in every meridian to the 
original sphero-cylinder compound.

The Eyes of the Medical Students in 
Breslau. 





ROF. H. COHN (Archiv. f. Augenheilk., 
Oct., 1902) has made a re-examination 
of the eyes of the medical students in the 
University of Breslau, and finds the condi- 
tions about the same as in 1866 and 1880. 
Myopia was present in 60 per cent. of those 
examined, and averaged 3 diopters. The 
same figures were found at the two previous 
examinations, so that the results would seem 
to be very discouraging, after the years of 
improved hygienic and prophylactic meas- 
ures. 

It was not determined, however, that these 
students had been educated in hygienically 
improved schools, or that they had been 
under proper conditions at home, so that he 
believes the measures should be increased in 
strictness in the future. Every school room 
should be properly lighted and provided with 
suitable desks, the print should not be too 
small, and the tasks at home should not be 
too long. These hygienic precautions must 
be carried out also at the homes of the 
scholars. Children are very apt to lean over, 
in reading or writing, so as to obtain larger 
retinal images, and the teacher must be un- 
tiring in his efforts to make them sit erect. 

Cohn does not believe that the statistics 
recently brought forward to show that full 
correction of the myopia prevents its in- 
crease are sufficient to settle the much 
mooted question as to the treatment of 
myopia. He believes, with Forster, that the 
intraocular tension is not increased by the 
effort of accommodation, but by converg- 
ence, and that this is to be avoided by mov- 
ing outward the far point of the eye, by 
wearing the myopic correction. He is in 
the habit of prescribing the full correction 
for distance, unless there is disturbance of 
vision by the reduction and distortion of the 
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image by the glass, when the myop 
high.

Mr. Cross very cleverly demonstrated 
the greatest thorough 
lerstanding of it hitherto had been the 
eral tendency in defining, to introduce 
nical terms and the natural misinterpre- 
on of such. Almost every one who has 
had experience with any science must 
ve been struck by this tendency. The 
riter can at the moment think of no bet- 
illustration than that of the word “in- 
licated,” a very ordinary term as used in 
everyday life. Every one who knows aught 
of medicine and its practice knows how dif- 
ferent is its sense, when it is employed as a 
medical term. Bearing this in mind, he 
who desires to master an understanding of 
technical will wisdom if 
never loses respect for etymology. 

As a felicitous introduction Mr. Cross 
drew attention to the philological signifi- 
cance of the word None would 
ever suspect its origin from its everyday 
use, and what word is in more frequent 
and more common usage to-day by the op- 
tician? Even when Mr. Cross told that it 
originally meant “the hearth-stone,” the 
connection was by no means obvious. But 
when he told how the hearth-stone was the 
common meeting place of all—how the 
young, the old, men, women and children, 
the warrior, the maid, the minstrel, the 
swine-herd, the squire, the yeoman, the vil- 
lain all met as equals on the hearth-stone— 
all here sunk their differences, here “fo- 
cussed,” how clear and plain it was. Could 
anything be simpler? Shall we not say 
with Archbishop French that there is more 
poetry embalmed—crystallized in words— 
even the commonest tools of our everyday 
speech, than sometimes is found in the 
volumes of the masters of our language? 

Mr. Cross is himself the originator of 
many of the technical terms in use in his 
profession, but modestly concedes that they 
are not perfect tools—sometimes not even 
All he has to say in their 
favor is that they were the best that could

he “dispensing optician” is he who fills 
the oculist’s prescriptions The “refract 
ing optician” examines the eyes of the peo- 
ple who call on him, and where the trouble 
is purely and simply an ocular one, he him- 


self prescribes. He analyzes—and more 
especially upon the direction of the light— 
hence “refracting.” The “dispensing op- 
tician,” more like the druggist, has mostly 
to deal, not with the subject, but with the 


objects that are to benefit the subject. This 
makes of him a “dispensing chemist,” 
whereas the “refracting optician” is more 


an “analytical chemist.” Like the dentist in 
relation to teeth, for the better understand 
ing of the eye, and all that appertains there 
unto, the “refracting optician” must know 
anatomy and physiology. 

While the “dispensing optician” works 
hand and glove with the oculist—the special 
medical practitioner for the eye—the “re- 
fracting optician,” on the other hand, bears 
just as close a relation to the general prac 
titioner of medicine. While the “dispens- 
ing optician” has no latitude, and merely 
carries out the instructions of the oculist, 
the “refracting optician” himself determines 
the cause of the trouble, and treats it. He 
it is who determines whether the patient 
is or is not to wear glasses, and, if so, the 
strength or the character of those glasses. 

And here we come to the first technical 
term, which without explanation would 
prove a stumbling block for the layman. 
The “refracting optician” determines the 
“visual accommodation.” “Accommodation” 
here means the tension under which the 
eye rests when operated. If the nerve ac- 
tion is at all faulty, it affects “accommoda- 
tion.” Our optician then determines 
whether the nerve impulse is lacking, and, 
of course, to what extent. 

From the foregoing the deduction is, that, 
while the “refracting optician’ combines 
professional and mechanical functions, the 
“dispenser” combines his mechanical labors 
with commercial duties. While the latter 
is more or less a business man, therefore, 
the former is most decidedly a professional 
—a specialist differentiated by the develop- 
ments of the past few years.

Early Stem-Winding Arrangement.

PRIMITIVE FORM OF STEM-WINDING

herewith a reproduction of one of the old 
stem-winders dating apparently from the 
commencement of the 19th century. 

Inventions are seldom entirely original. 
They are based on previous contrivances, 
and improvements are added from time to 
time to render them more valuable. The 
history of horological mechanism is filled 
with such instances. Study, however, often 
leads to the reconstruction of the chain of 
ideas which have resulted in correcting de- 
fects and producing a satisfactory type. 

The stem-winder illustrated above was 
based on the construction then adopted for 
repeating watches, in which striking 
part was put out of gear by pressing on the 
ring of the case in the direction of the cen- 
ter of the movement.

Pearl Fisheries of Ceylon. 


Q* Feb. 22 last began a great fishing 

for pearls on the coast of Ceylon, 
under the sanction of the Government, 
which only permits these to be held at long 
intervals. It is anticipated that it will 
prove highly successful, and this fact gave 
a special interest to the lecture by Prof. 
Herdman at the Royal Institute, where 
ladies attended in unusual numbers. Prof. 
Herdman was himself requested last year 
by the Colonial Office to investigate the 
conditions of the fisheries generally, and a 
well-found steamer was placed at his dis 
posal for this purpose. 

\like under earliest native rule and the 
successive occupation of the islands by the 
Portuguese, Dutch, and British, the pearl 
fisheries have been regarded as of immense 
importance, their chief center being in the 
Gulf of Manaar, north of Colombo, to 
ward Adam’s Bridge. Their prosperity has 
fluctuated extremely, and while there may 
have been three or four good years, there 
have been long 
years, when the reverse has been the case. 
Last March, before the monsoon, he was 
able to estimate that on the Perya Paar 
there were 100,000,000,000 young oysters, 
which were all swept away in less than a 
month,
